can Guernsey Association recognizes our top production herds 
in the Total Performance Evaluation (TPE) program. In 1994, 
the AGA had four herds that had lactation averages over 20,000 pounds 
of milk. This is the highest number of herds for this record for milk in 
one year. Congratulations to these breeders! They are: 
John & Bonnie Ayars 14cows 24,665M 1091F 828P 
William & Laurie Askew 22 cows 23,597M 1057F 803P 
Michael & Anne Griffith 29cows 20,630M 898F 783P 
Randy & Wanda Knapp 32cows 20,053M 869F 683P 

The 1994 breed lactation average is 14,914 pounds of milk, 667 pounds 
of butterfat and 517 pounds of protein. 

The time of the year when we are recognizing our top production 
herds and cows is a good opportunity to reflect on our goal as an asso- 
ciation to build a better tomorrow for our members. One exciting com- 
ponent of this goal is the development of the Beta-Life logo. While in 
the developmental stages, we are focusing on creating a trademark and 
gathering information. If breeders choose to use this trademark, they 
will need to become active in the processing of their own milk. Al- 
though this is a long-range goal, it is one that holds much promise. 

In the immediate future, our goal for the breed needs to focus on 
identifying and enhancing profitable genetics. Profitable genetics are 
found in cows that are above average in production and type. The high- 
est for either production or type is most coveted; however, we must 
remember that one without the other is not always the most desirable. 

Outstanding genetics need to be emphasized in all breeding programs. 
A very cost-effective way to improve genetics is to use top A.I. bulls 
complimented with 30 to 40 percent young sire semen usage. Today’s 
genetics on the active A.I. list are the best the breed has ever had to 
offer. Breeders should be able to mate their herd quit handily with the 
breed’s top ten active A.I. bulls. One common statement I hear is that 
there is no bull on the top of the active A.I. list that can be used on 
every cow. The reality is that we have never had a bull like that, and 
breeders who choose such a narrow breeding approach have hurt their 
herd by doing so. If you select four or five of the top ten active-A.I. 
bulls, you should make a solid step forward in improving your herds 
genetics. 

I want to caution you about a mistake that is commonly made, and 
that is using older genetic bulls. Recently, a young breeder was brag- 
ging about how great his cows were milking. He never mentioned his 
2-year-olds. When I asked him about them, he said they were a disap- 
pointment. He said that when their dams were bred, he chose to clean 
out his semen tank by using up his old semen. The result was a poor 
crop of 2-year-olds. This problem could have been avoided by breeding 
with bulls from the current active A.I. list. 

Another means to enhance top profitable genetics is by flushing your 
top cows or top genetic heifers. A cow does not need to be a bull mother 
to be flushed. There is a market for female offspring from your top 
cows. Don’t miss the financial opportunities this market can offer your 
farm. 

In order to use top genetics, we must be able to identify them. The 
Total Performance Evaluation (TPE) program will assist breeders in 
locating the most profitable genetics in their herds. The TPE program 
has been refined over the years to become a money-making asset to any 
breeder’s farm. It offers type appraisal, production and PTA ranking of 
the milking herd, as well as registration and advertising discounts. 

Taking advantage of genetics offered in A.I., flushing our breed’s 
top cows and participating in TPE programs will only help breeders 
improve their herd’s production. It’s no secret that this is the key to 
success for the Guernsey breed. If we can improve our cow, we will 
attract new breeders and provide more encouragement to our own mem- 
bers. If we accomplish this goal, we are creating a better tomorrow for 
our members. 

Finally, I hope to see many of you at this year’s national convention. 
The Oregon Guernsey breeders have put together many exciting tours 
and events. The convention will climax with the National Convention 
Sale. The West Coast breeders have developed a tradition of selling top 
genetics that have done well as bull mothers, been successful in the 
show ring or have developed into top cow families for their new own- 
ers. This year’s National Convention Sale offers many exciting pedi- 
grees. Many breeders have consigned top females from their best cow 
families. Take advantage of these genetics, and go west and invest.

he American Guernsey Associa- 
[ee has completed the evaluation 

of herds enrolled in the Total Per- 
formance Evaluation program for 1994. 
At the end of last year, the AGA had four 
herds with lactation averages over 
20,000 pounds of milk. This is the high- 
est number of herds to ever produce an 
average this high. The owners of these 
herds are commended for their sound 
management practices and the impact 
they will continue to have in the Guern- 
sey breed. 

The herd owned by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Ayars of Mechanicsburg, Ohio, re- 
mained at the top for milk, butterfat and 
protein production overall. Their Land 
of Living herd of 14 cows averaged 
24,665 pounds of milk, 1,091 pounds of 
butterfat and 828 pounds of protein.

Top Living Lifetime Producers 


he living lifetime production awards 
recognize the leading lifetime pro 
ducers of the Guernsey breed based 
on official production credits verified by the 
American Guernsey Association. The fol- 
lowing awards will be presented at the 
American Guernsey Association’s annual 
meeting in Hillsboro, Oregon. 

The average appraisal score of all of the 
living lifetime producers entered in this 
year’s contest was 87.53 points. The sires 
of the top cows - such as Choice, Telestar 
and Deacon - were at one time at the top of 
the active A.I. list. 

This year, the same cow tops the list for 
milk and butterfat production. Pleasant 
Point C Sugar will receive the Liebers Tro- 
phy recognizing the highest living lifetime 
milk producer and the Valley Set Farm 
Award recognizing the highest living life- 
time butterfat producer. “Sugar” was born 
April 12, 1983. She was bred by Ernest 
Christensen, Ferndale, California, and is 
owned by Michael and Anne Griffith also 
of Ferndale, California. 

A Welcome Choice Admiral daughter, 
“Sugar” has living lifetime production to- 
tals of 210,640 pounds of milk, 9,387 
pounds of butterfat and 5,163 pounds of pro- 
tein. Her nine lactations include six consecu- 
tive lactations over 22,000 pounds of milk.

Jensen, Balsam Lake, Wisconsin. “Elna” 
has living lifetime production totals of 
173,986 pounds of milk, 8,951 pounds of 
butterfat and 6,248 pounds of protein. 

To be considered for living lifetime pro- 
duction awards, the cow must be living on 
December 31 of the preceding year and been 
in production on official test during a por- 
tion of the year. 

The Liebers Trophy was established in 
1949 by mr. and Mrs. Otto Liebers of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, to honor the cow with the 
highest living lifetime milk production. 

In 1986, the Valley Set Award was estab- 
lished by the Ronald Wenger Family of 
Goshen, Indiana, to honor the cow with the 
highest living lifetime butterfat production. 

The Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation established the Arnold Knight 
Award in 1992 to recognize the highest life- 
time protein producer.

Guernsey Gold Heifer Sale Rules... 


The Guernsey Gold Heifer Sale started in 1986 as a small sale 
of select open heifers for junior members. This sale is another 
stepping stone from 4-H and FFA work into developing, breeding 
and production-testing quality Guernseys. For the animal to 
qualify for this sale, her PA protein dollars must by +55 or higher, 
and the dam must be scored 80 points or higher. The rules for the 
sale and production contest are as follows: 

1. Fifteen percent of the sale gross will be set aside for the 
production contest. 

2. Purchaser must be between nine and 19 years of age as of 
January | of the year he or she buys the calf. 

3. The heifer must calve before reaching 30 months of age to be 
eligible to compete in the production contest. 

4. The production contest ranking will be based on the animal’s 
2-year-old mature equivalent pounds of protein. These records 
must be DHIR or official DHI. 

5. All heifers must be tested in a DHIR or DHI herd owned by 


the purchaser or the purchaser’s parents or legal guardian. In the 
event that this is not possible, a written request may be made to 
the executive secretary for permission to test the animal in 
another herd in an adjoining county or area. 

6. A junior member may not purchase an animal consigned by 
his or her immediate family. 

7. A junior member may purchase only one Guernsey Gold 
Heifer Sale consignment per year. 

8. Monies in the production contest fund will be divided into 
four prizes as follows: first - 40 percent; second - 30 percent; third 
- 20 percent; and fourth - 10 percent. 

9. Heifers sold in 1995 will compete in the 1998 production 
contest. (Sell in 1995; calve in late 1996, early 1997; finish record 
in late 1997 or early 1998.) 

10. Loss, death or transfer of ownership of any purchased 
animal before the record is completed eliminates that entry and 
owner from the production contest.

Guernsey farm in the city? The 
As family of Gresham, Oregon, 

nows just what it’s like to be a 
country mouse in the city. 

Farming in the city does have its advan- 
tages. The Spencers pay $36 per month to 
dump all of their parlor wastes into the city 
sewer system. The city of Gresham processes 
seven million gallons of water per day while 
utilizing a methane digester. 

Another advantage to farming in the city 
is having buyers for manure. The Spencers 
stack manure in a covered building which 
can store up to four months worth of packed 
manure. Their 35 cows use 250 pounds of 
straw per day. They sell 90 to 100 percent of 
the packed manure to local nurseries. This 
fall was the first time the Spencers had to 
spread manure in four years, and they only 
had to spread 100 yards! 

Solon and Sally Spencer started the 11- 
acre farm within the Gresham city limits in 
1960. Now their son Seth oversees the daily 
operations. Sally cares for the newborn 
calves until they are vaccinated. At that time, 
they are taken to the Cruickshanks for them 
to raise until they are 30 to 60 days from 
calving. Solon and Sally’s daughter Sarah, a 
college student majoring in agriculture edu- 
cation, assists on the farm as time allows. 
Sarah is the 1994 National Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth winner. The family was

so that he can spend quality time with his family. 


bottling and selling their own milk until a 
few years ago. It is still legal to sell raw milk 
in the state of Oregon.

These eight acres are bro- 
ken down into 24 strips for grazing, using 
one strip per day. The target date to start graz- 
ing is April 1. The Spencers buy all of their 
hay from Eastern Oregon and their grain 
from Land O’ Lakes. Their ration is balanced 
around the quality of hay that is available at 
that given time.

Over 600 local school 
children visit the farm every year, as well as 
others who just want to see cows and pet the 
calves.

feed. Hay and silage are grown for feed and 
wheat is grown as a cash crop. 

The milking herd is fed a custom grain 
mix with 16 percent protein in the parlor, as 
well as silage and alfalfa. Lactating cows are 
fed one pound of grain for every three pounds 
of milk produced. Hay is fed to them three 
times per day. Dry cows and heifers are fed 
silage and oat hay. All of the animals are 
pastured in the summer on the farm which is 
irrigated from around May 15 to October 1. 
Since they started irrigating, they have in- 
creased to over 30 tons of silage per acre. 

An inconvenience for the Jansens is haul- 
ing manure. The state of Oregon requires 
them to be licensed to haul manure, and they 
are very particular about when it can be done, 
such as during water run-off times. To ac- 
commodate this, they have a large storage 
system where they place all manure from 
December through March during the rainy 
season. 

The Jansens have had many successful 
cow families on the farm, including cows 
ranked on the high Cow Performance Index, 
bull mothers, cows scored Excellent and 
many that boast superior records. Wil Rene 
Fayette Topaz, a Fayette daughter scores 
Excellent-90, has records to 19,320M 4.6% 
893F 3.7% 706P at 5-01 in 365 days. Wil 
Rene Magic Diane, one of their first “Magic” 
daughters, is currently ranked number 42 on 
the high CPI list and has records to 20,680M 
4.8% 984F 3.5% 722P at 4-08 in 365 days. 
Wil Rene Freedom Jennifer, an 80 point 


Shenmont Fayette Freedom-ET daughter, 
has records to 22,760M 3.9% 880F 3.3% 
744P at 3-09 in 365 days and is currently 
ranked number 291 on the high CPI list. Wil 
Rene Perfecto Carol-ET, a “Perfecto” daugh- 
ter, is currently ranked number 106 on the 
high CPI list. 


Wilsonview Dairy 


hen Ernest Josi’s father migrated 
from Switzerland to the United 
States in 1914, no one knew that 


he would pioneer one of the most successful 
dairies in the state of Oregon. He started out 
in Wisconsin and moved to Oregon to begin 
Wilsonview Dairy in 1915. The original farm 
consisted of 60 acres and a 100 percent 
Guernsey herd. Now, Wilsonview Dairy is 
home to 270 mature cows of three breeds, 
being taken care of by three generations of 
the Josi Family. 

The Guernsey herd at Wilsonview Dairy 
numbers between 75 and 80 with a rolling 
herd average over 17,000 pounds of milk. 
The Josis remark that one of the greatest ad- 
vantages of farming in Oregon is the pas- 
tures. Wilsonview Dairy maximizes this ad- 
vantage by pasturing eight months out of the 
year and feeding approximately five to ten 
pounds of alfalfa per cow per day. The cows 
are also fed silage six months out of the year, 
which is top-dressed with cottonseed or a 
high-protein commercial grain mix. 

Another advantage that Wilsonview Dairy 
maintains is their abundance of young stock. 
They currently have approximately 250 head 
of young stock, something they never see a 
shortage of. Wilsonview Dairy is one farm 
where you will never see a great amount of 
older cows in the herd. This is where they 
use their large number of young stock to their 
advantage, large herds can’t afford to have 
herd health problems so they rotate with re- 
placements often. 

Along with most advantages comes dis- 
advantages. One of their disadvantages can 
sometimes be the amount of rainfall they get. 
Oregon usually receives between 100 and 
115 inches of rain per year. Because of this 
fact, the Josis purchase all of their dry mat-

ter and commercial grain, making feed costs 
one of their highest management expenses. 

To help balance feed costs, 30 percent of 
the herd is bred to young sires. The Josis 
use all of the young sires from Western 
Guernsey Sires first before using another 
young sire or one from their own herd. 

The Josi family credits BE A S Acres M 
Blossom as being one the herd’s best brood 
cows. Wilsonview Dairy currently houses 
approximately 20 to 30 animals from this 
single cow family. “Blossom”, a 92-point 
Olympic View B Maverick daughter, has 
generated five generations of Excellents. 
“Blossom”, who died at the age of 16, anda 
daughter, who died at the age of 14, have a 
combined lifetime production total of over 
400,000 pounds of milk. Another favorite is 
Wilsonview Jubilee Naomi, a 92-point Lone 
Palm Telestar Jubilee daughter. “Naomi” has 
four records over 24,000 pounds of milk, 
with lifetime production totaling 148,540M 
4.3% 6,458F 3.6% 5,419P at 7-02 in 2,576 
days. 

Like any good business, this one runs on 
teamwork. Bill and Linda Josi, along with 
their three children (Caroline, 19; Kurt, 16; 
and Luke, 14) work together with Bill’s 
brother Don, his wife Desi and their three 
children (Denise, 16; D.J., 15; and Derrick, 
12). Bill and Don’s parents Ernest and Julia 
are also a major part of this thriving busi- 
ness. 

Ambition runs high on at Wilsonview 
Dairy. Brothers Biii and Don purchased the 
dairy from their parents and formed a cor- 
poration 20 years ago. Together, Bill and 
Linda do the feeding and the cleaning every 
morning. Don milks mornings with the help 
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of one of two hired hands. Evening chores 
are alternated between families. 

Strong family ties, good cow bloodlines 
and a lot of hard teamwork has built this farm 
from the small Guernsey herd it was 80 years 
ago to the fine-tuned corporation that it is 
today.

owling wolves in the distance is a 
Hennes evening sound at Kilchona 

Dairy, owned by Carl and Irene 
Bosch of Tillamook, Oregon. Although you 
might hear ferocious night sounds in the 
blackness, you will see nothing but tender 
loving care for all animals on the dairy. 

The Boschs, who are milking 85 Guern- 
seys, recently built a new double-five her- 
ringbone milking parlor. Until then, they 
were milking in the last flat barn in their area. 
Kilchona Dairy has a great history behind it. 
Carl’s father bought the farm in 1927 and 
Car] took it over in 1956. Carl married Irene, 
who is a registered nurse, in 1951 after meet- 
ing at a hospital in Portland. Carl and Irene’s 
daughter Barbara and son-in-law Brent also 
help with the farm work. 

The special care the animals receive is very 
evident. The herd is fed an 18 percent pro- 
tein mix and silage, and free choice access 
to alfalfa before being milked. A dry-land 
hay they purchase from growers in Wash- 
ington is also a main staple. The dry cows 
and milking cows are housed together. 
Calves are fed whole milk and water until 
they are weaned at approximately three or 
four months of age. 

The Kilchona cows did very well on their 
March 1995 appraisal, with one new Excel- 
lent, 22 Very Goods and 25 Desirables. 


Kilchona Ideal Billie, the newest Excellent 
in the barn who is sired by Wooded View 
Admirals Ideal, has records to 19,640M 
4.4% 871F 3.6% 705P at 3-10 in 365 days. 

One of the favored cows on the farm has 
been Kilchona Admiral Muffins, an 87 point 
Welcome Choice Admiral daughter. “Muf- 
fins” has records to 19,330M 4.2% 813F 
3.3% 639P at 3-06 in 365 days. 

Carl, who appears to be nowhere close to 
retiring, said, “Everyone always asks me 
when I’m going to retire, and I hate to even 
think about retiring. Farming is my hobby 
too. I haven’t had time to develop any oth- 
ers.” The Boschs have accommodated their 
older cows with a senior citizens center; and 
like their owners, they keep plugging away 
and earning their keep.

The following dairy outlook column was 
written by Ken Bailey, Commercial 
Agiculture Dairy Extention Economist with 
the University of Missouri. 


ilk prices are heading lower in re 
sponse to seasonal increases in 
milk production which normally 


peaks in May. This surplus milk must find a 
home and some of it is going into cheese 
vats. That has pushed cheese prices down to 
$1.20, where they are currently holding. 
Class IIIa pricing is helping stabilize cheese 
prices, however, since some of the excess 
milk production is also being pulled into 
nonfat milk production. 

Demand for cheese has been strong. Me- 
morial Day weekend marks the beginning of 
outdoor barbecuing and that will increase the 
demand for processed cheese. Also, milk 
production has been showing signs of slow- 
ing down. A wet, damp spring may adversely 
affect cows and forage quality in some states. 
Look for cheese prices to begin to strengthen 
in June and reach $1.27 per pound by July. 

The market for nonfat dry milk has weak- 
ened in recent months. March production of 
nonfat dry milk was up 8 percent relative to 

‘a year ago, and up 12 percent over the month 
before. This weakness is due in part to DEIP 
sales, which slowed considerably in April 
relative to previous months. Total DEIP sales 
to date represent 86.9 percent of the total six 
month allocation. 

The market for butter has been strong so 
far this year. Butter prices are up due to 
strong demand and short supplies. Russia, 
the world’s largest importer of butter, pur- 
chased U.S. butter in March in response to a 
severe drought in Australia and New 
Zealand. Asa result, U.S. cold storage hold- 
ings of butter on March 31, 1995, totaled 
74.4 million pounds, or down 70.7 percent 
relative to a year ago. In addition, uncom- 
mitted CCC inventories of butter on April 5 
were just 12.6 million compared to 204 mil- 
lion the same time a year ago. The butter 
market will remain firm throughout the sum- 
mer months due to competition for available 
cream supplies from ice cream manufactur- 

USDA announced that milk production 
for 22 select states increased 2.2 percent in 
the month of April relative to a year ago. 
The results were surprising in that traditional 
dairy states outperformed the western states. 
Texas production fell 5.2 percent and Cali- 
fornia production increased just | percent, 
both due in part to weather problems. Wis- 
consin increased in both cow numbers and 
production per cow, with production up 5.1 
percent. Iowa, Pennsylvania and Missouri 
were up 6.2, 5.0 and 3.6 percent, respectively. 

Bud Schwart of Texas A&M commented

that “part of the problem in the west is 
weather, and part is dairy farmers getting off 
rBST in response to heat stress. It’s been 
awfully humid here.” Assuming Bud is right, 
a slowdown in production in the west Could 
mean a slowdown in national milk produc- 
tion relative to a year ago. 

USDA will be using the new M-W start- 
ing in May. This M-W will still rely on the 
Minnesota and Wisconsin price survey of 


Grade B plants, but will also include a price 
adjuster that will be based on dairy commod- 
ity prices. We have estimated a new M-W 
model that reflects these changes. This model 
suggests that the M-W will fall from $11.16 
in April and will bottom out at $10.96 in 
May. Thereafter, look for the M-W to rise 
with the cheese price. This will result in the 
U.S. all-milk price falling to $12.20 in June, 
and then rising to $13.07 by October.
